The invention described in Claims 1 to 5 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of Documents 1 to 4 
cited in the international search report. 

Document 1 discloses a catalyst carrier formed by 
impregnating a porous inorganic carrier such as kaolin 
with an aqueous solution of aluminum nitrate and 
subjecting the obtained composition to thermal 
decomposition, thereby coating the surface of the carrier 
and the inside of the carrier pores with a salt-decomposed 
alumina. Moreover, the embodiments also disclose carriers 
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which contain 0.03% Si02 in addition to kaolin. 

Document 2 discloses a catalyst carrier obtained by 
treating a catalyst carrier such as silica, clay, 
diatomaceous earth, or mullite with a solution of an 
organic aluminum compound or other organic metallic 
compound which can form an oxidized metallic film through 
thermal decomposition, and then applying a heat treatment 
to the carrier. Moreover, Document 2 also discloses the 
possibility of using a treatment method wherein a catalyst 
carrier is immersed in an organic metallic solution at 
atmospheric pressure, under reduced pressure, or under 
added pressure. An alumina film is also formed inside 
pores upon application of this type of treatment method. 

Document 4 discloses a catalyst carrier formed by 
flushing a ceramic carrier such as silica, silica-alumina, 
siTica~-t itania, ' silica-zifconia, of" muTlit'e' with an 
alumina having a viscosity of not greater than 100 cps, 
and using capillarity to form an alumina coating inside 
the carrier pores. 

Furthermore, Document 3 discloses the formation of a 
strong, highly stable chemical bond between a ceramic 
surface and a silica film coating when the silica film is 
formed on a ceramic surface containing a silica, and also 
indicates a strong affinity between the silica film 
coating and an alumina oxide layer or other oxide layer 
formed on the surface. Therefore, a person skilled in the 
art could easily accomplish the formation of a silica film 
on a ceramic carrier. Moreover, a person skilled in the 
art could easily adopt a given option from among well- 
known materials or compositions as a catalyst carrier. 



The invention described in Claims 6 and 7 does not 
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involve an inventive step in the light of Documents 1 to 4 
cited in the international search report and newly added 
Documents 5 and 6. 



Document 5 discloses the formation of an alumina 
layer having a plate-crystal structure on a monolithic 
carrier surface by coating a monolithic catalyst carrier 
with an activated alumina powder slurry, curing it in hot 
water, then drying and firing it. Document 5 also 
discloses the obtaining of a larger catalytically 
effective surface area through this type of treatment. 
Moreover, Document 6 discloses the formation of an alumina 
film on a stainless steel substrate as a catalyst carrier, 
after which a substance such as a boehmite-type alumina 
sol is sprayed on and dried, and then a hot water 
treatment is applied using water or an aqueous solution at 
50-350°C to form a pseudo-boehmite porous surface on the 
surface of the aforementioned substrate, after which the 
treated substrate is further baked at 400°C or higher to 
form a porous y-alumina surface, thereby obtaining a 
catalyst carrier having good heat resistance and strength. 



Increasing the surface area of a catalyst carrier 
and obtaining a carrier with good heat resistance and 
strength are common technical problems for persons skilled 
in the art. A person skilled in the art could easily 
conceive of obtaining a catalyst carrier with an improved 
surface by applying a hot water treatment such as that 
disclosed in Documents 4 and 5 to the catalyst carrier 
disclosed in Documents 1 to 3, and catalyst carrier given 
this type of treatment is highly likely to exhibit the 
shape described in Claim 6. Moreover, the necessary amount 
of alumina for forming an alumina layer on the carrier 
surface is a feature fittingly determined by a person 
skilled in the art according to the intended purpose of 
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the invention. 

The invention described in Claims 8 to 13 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of Documents 1 to 4 
cited in the international search report and newly added 
Documents 5 and 6. 

As stated above, a person skilled in the art could 
easily conceive of coating the inside of ceramic pores 
with an alumina through immersion in compounds containing 
aluminum, and thereafter improving the surface with a hot 
water treatment. Furthermore, in such a case, conditions 
such as further drying or baking and the temperature of 
the heat treatment are features which a person skilled in 
the art could experimentally determine in consideration of 
the required surface area or strength of the catalyst 
carrier. 
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VII. Certain defects in the international application 

The following defects in the form or contents of the international application have been noted: 

The term "not less than" in "bake at a temperature 
of not less than 300-500*^C" in Claim 8, process (c) , and 
Claim 9, process (d) , is unclear as to what temperature 
range is indicated and as to meaning. The term "not less 
than" is a typographical error and an unnecessary 
description . 

The statements "because the mina suiwa ya is 
insufficient," on page 15 of the description, line 4; 
"causing makusui" on the same page, line 5; and "Fig. 4, 
Fig. 5" on the same page, line 16, are all typographical 
errors . 
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VIII, Certain observations on the international application 



The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

It is unclear what substances are included in the 
"such as" of "non-oxide-type ceramics such as silicon 
carbide and silicon nitride" and "oxide-type ceramics such 
as sialon, mullite, and cordierite" in Claims 2 and 10, 
and no concrete explanation as to what substances "such 
as" describes is given in the description. 

Therefore, Claims 2 and 10 are insufficiently 
supported by the description. 
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
